SMITH’S THE MAN. 

The Democratic City Convention met in the 
North-Side Turner-Hall at 10:30 o’clock yester- 
day morning, and the snow-storm did not pre- 
vent the usual crowd of blowers, strikers, and 
hangers-on from attending. The “* boiled shirt 
fellows were invited to sit on the platform that 
they might be separated from the rabble, but 
only a few availed themselves of the privilege, 
since it was necessary for them to be on the 
floor to advise the delegates how to vote. 

The assemblage was called to order by John 
Mattocks, who named Firman Church for tem- 
porary Chairman. 

THIS RAISED A BREEZE 
among Colvin’s friends, several of whom jumped 
up and said they could not be bulldozed,—they 
wouldn’t stand any such tricks. From this it 
was inferred that Church was a Smith man. 

Mr. Church, however, seized the gavel and 
struck the table vigorously, and then said that, 
having been “elected,” he was entitled to the 
position and accepted it.

The St. Louis newspapers have been en- 
gaged of late in the effort to stir up the 
sleepy old people of Bourbon ancestry who 
sit down content with the natural advan- 
tages of their geographical location, and 
watch Chicago tapping the Southern country 
with new railroad outlets.

LIFE-INSURANCE IN NEW YORE. 

We yesterday presented some statements 
made before a committee of the New York 
Legislature concerning the expenditures of 
life-insurance companies. The figures show- 
ing the salaries of the principal officers, in- 
cluding agents’ fees and commissions, are 
not comforting to the insured. It will be 
readily understood how little interest the 
insured have in the business of life-insurance 
when the losses by death bear but a small 
percentage of the expenditures of the com- 
pany. The growing policy of life-insurance 
is, to insure the largest possible number of 
persons at the highest rate,—this rate to be 
so high that, after an average payment of 
premiums for five or six years, the policies 
are abandoned, and all the payments be- 
come clear profit. 

The receipts of life-insurance companies 
are: 1, from premiums; 2, from interest 
on invested profits; 3, rents for property 
taken under foreclosed mortgages; and 4, 
from forfeited policies. The expenses are 
salaries, fees, and commissions. 

Mr. Morris Franxurm, President of the 
New York Life, one of those rated as among 
the best companies, testified that the follow- 
ing was the salary list of that Company dur- 
ing 1876: 

President 

Vice-President and Actuary 
Medical Examiners 

Legal expenses 


Clerks and others 
Other fees 


Total salaries 

Mr. Franxum stated that in 1876 there 
were 4,000 policies which lapsed. About 
300 of these were by death, and 3,700 were 
forfeited by non-payment of premiums. The 
average of these policies was for $3,000, and 
the average time for which premiums had 
been paid was six years. Here, then, is a 
statement of the character of the business 


done by one of the best of life-insurance 
companies. The new policies about equaled 
the number lapsed, and the average life of 
those which lapsed was six years, and the 
number lapsed by death was 300. The result 
of this system of business is, that, of the 
number of persons who take policies of life- 
insurance, 74 per cent die while insured, and 
92} per cent pay premiums six years and then 
abandon the policies. When it is understood 


at the avowed object of life-insurance 
is to pay to the survivors of the insured a 


certain sum of money at his death, the act- 
ual fact that less than eight persons out of 
every 100 insured ever receive 
shows how far the real business of life-insur- 
ance has departed from the popular idea.

The English people, having finished the 
analysis and discussion of their Domesday- 
Book, are now at work upon their Black- 
Book, or register of habitual criminals in 
England and Wales. It is a ponderous vol- 
ume, bound in black, and contains the names 
of 12,164 criminals, with all their aliases and 
the number of their convictions.

This novel Rogues’ Gallery is 
a complete register of habitual and profes- 
sional criminals for the use of the police 
authorities in enabling them to identify pris- 
oners, and it is printed and bound by prison- 
ers, only at the cost of ink and paper. Lon- 
don produces 1,503 habitual criminals. The 
places which produced more than 100 habit- 
ual criminals were London, Manchester (630), 
Liverpool (551), Birmingham (343), Leeds 
(210), Bristol (180), Sheffield (172), Preston 
(112). Among other curious statistics con- 
tained in it, it is stated that Ireland contrib- 
uted 1,082 prisoners to the jails of England 
and Wales, Scotland 158. Of the total num- 
ber of prisoners, 8,612 were males and 3,552 
females. The percentage of married female 
prisoners was 59, and the single men were 
twice as numerous as the married men. The 
London Times says: The marks and 
measurements by which criminals are iden- 
tified present a dismal picture of their violent 
lives and senseless habits, their deformed 
frames and stunted growth. Out of the thir- 
ty-four descriptions upon the first page, all 
except six prisoners are identified by scars, 
outs, scrofula marks, by fingers being crook- 
ed, or the sinister mouth drawn down, 
etc.” It is stated that this is the first 
attempt of its kind to furnish the police 
of any country with information about habit- 
ual criminals which is so complete and readi- 
ly accessible. One can readily see that it is 
vastly superior to our system of a Rogues’ 
Gallery, and it may furnish a useful hint 
to American police authorities: A work 
of this kind, with the photographs 
incorporated in it, would be even a 
more complete directory than the English 
Black-Book. With the existing aversion of 
American printers and binders, however, to 
the inside of prisons, the economy of issue 
which characterizes the English book could 
not be secured. It would have to be printed 
at public expense. It does not speak very 
well for English printers that the whole edi- 
tion was set up, printed, and bound by the 
prisoners in one jail,—that of Brixton.

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QUEEN ISABELLA’S DWARF. 
Corresponaence New York Worid. 

Paris, Feb. 24.—In one of the broad avenues 
of this city, near the Arc de Triomphe, lives a 
little man who is Tom Thumb’s inferior in 
height—and, therefore his superior in dwarfish 
merit—by the full thickness of a pocket volume. 
He has a ready wit, an intelligent face, dresses 
carefully, and has pienty of money, and his 
turn-out 18, if not one of the most splendid, at 
least one of the neatest in Paris. He drivesa 
pony not much larger than a Newfoundland dog, 
in a trap that reminds you of the vehicles to 
which the goats are harnessed in the Champs 
Elysees. Everything is in keeping about him, 
with the exception of his cigar, and that, being 
of the ordinary size, is big enough to serve him 
for a walking-stick. He has an establishment, 
and his servants (who, it must be confessed, are 
as much out of keeping as the wee Il, in being of 
the common stature) seem to treat him with the 
most profound respect. It is not to be won- 
dered at, for, to say nothing of the fact that he 
is their master, the gentleman in question is no 
less a person in dignity than the ex-dwarf of her 
ex-Majesty the Queen of Syain. 

Before her downfali Isabella always kept a 
dwarf, if only to show ber regard for the ways 
of her predecessors on the Spanish throne. To 
judge by what one sees in the picture ga.lery at 

adrid a Spanish court would have been only 
more incomplete without a Monarch than with- 
outa monster. There is the King and there is 
the pigmy—the latter often in the same picture 
and always close at hand. Sometimes he shows 
a sad face, as of one ever murmuring at fortune 
for having made him greater than other men 
only because Nature had made him immeasura- 
biy less; sometimes he seems pleasantly puffed 
up wita a sense of self-importance, as though he 
understood the Royal we“ to include himself 
and his master. Manv a Minister of State is 
missing from the gallery; but there seems 
to be no break in the pictorial succession of 
dwarfs. When these pictures were painted 
nearly every court in Europe had a curiosity of 
this description. and the little men were so 
highly prized that they were among the few 
objects of interest which Princes could present 
to one another. But the demand for them 
gradually ceased as common sense spread up- 
wards from the people to their rulers; the 
French Revolution brought it almost to a 
standstill, and the diminutive courtiers went 
into limbo with the last rempants of feudalism. 
One court, however, continued to give them an 
asylum; and the small gentleman who now 
lives here so pleasantly shared the contidence 
of Isabella with Mariori and the Bleeding Nun, 
and accompanied her in her hasty flight from 
the Capital. eF 
He left one palace only to find shelter in anoth- 
er. The Queen had laid by for a rainy day, and 
her Parisian exile was only less splendid than 
her state at Madrid. He had a suite of apart- 
ments given him in the regal mansion in the 
Avenue du Roi de Rome, and at a fixed hour 
every morning he was admitted to the room of 
his benefactress with the lapdog and the parrot, 
both brought, like himself, with no little diffi- 
culty, across the frontier in those trying mo- 
ments when the Queen had to surrender every- 
thing but what was absolutely indispensable to 
her comfort. He was of use to her Majesty in a 
thousand ways; his wit entertained her, and her 
favorite morning’s amusement was to see him 
make sport of the old Ministers who had con- 
tributed to her downfall, or of the new ones who 
were serving the Provisional Government at 
Madrid. His speeches a la Castelar were highly 
relished; and he somehow contrived to look tall 
for the purpose of caricaturing the gait and 
bearing of Figueras. When the latter under- 
took his desperate journey to Barcelona to quiet 
the Catalonian intransigentes, with Roque Bar- 
cia in his train, the dwarf made a great hit by 
appearing before his mistress one day all in red 
and carrying a puppet (made upin rude imita- 
tion of the Republican Minister), of which he 
pulled the strings to symbolize the relations be- 
tween Figueras and his unwelcome associate. 
This representation was much applauded, and 
the news of it went the round of Paris in all 
circles in which the Royal family was known. 
Poor King Amadeus, who had previously left 
the country, was, of course. not spared; and 
the dwarf was peculiarly happy in satirical 
tuuches on the solitude in which the King lived, 
through the refusal of the native nobility to at- 
tend bis court. 

But he was a good deal more than a buffoon 
he was a trusted counselor; and he was reaily 
one of the few wire-pullerswko shuffled puppet 
after puppet off the scene at Madrid until the 
7 was left clear fortheentry of Alfonso. He 
had a sound head, and the smallness of his 
shomders gave him exceptional opportunities 
of using it to advantage. He was employed in 
confidential missions, and in this capacfty was 
invaluable, for he was about the only person 
known to have beeu formerty about the person 
of the Queen who was allowed to enter Spain. 
No one thought of suspecting him—it was only 
the dwarf, and besides, he had a capital excuse 


for his presence in the country; he had 
come to look after his property.“ a 
patch of ground in the neighborhood of 


Aranjuez bestowed on him one day in a 
kindof freak of good-nature by the Queen. He 
talked much about his property and of the pen- 
niless condition in which he had been left by the 
fall of the dynasty; and a pretended anxiety to 
secure his estate irom confiscation gave him an 
opportunity of seeing many of the men in power 
and of quietly sounding them as to their dis- 
position towards the exiled house. But his 
chief business lay among the leadersof the 
Alfonsist party; and he was the most faithful 
and the most intelligent of go-betweens for 
them and for the cabal in Paris. He was as free 
from molestation by all parties as the parrot 
could have been, and he had that bird's gift of 
accurately repeating whatever was said in his 
hearing, joined to au intelligence that was all 
hisown. His memory was wonderful: he took 
no notes, carried no papers, but conveyed the 
substance of communications from one side to the 
other without ey“ single item of impor- 
tance on the way. hen all was ready, and 
Alfonso was about to start from Paris, the little 
man wasin high glee with the expectation of 
being promoted to the King’s suite. But the 
oung monarch was sufficiently well advised to 
eave as much as possible of his mother’s prop- 
erty behind him, in ideas as in personal belong- 
ings, and the dwarf was given to understand 
that, small as he was, there would not be room 
for hini in the b There was another 
reason for his ex ou: Alfonso simply de- 
tested him for the contempt which his influence 
in the Queen’s household tended to bring upon 
the Royal name. He was a part of a peculiarly 
hateful past, and apart out of all proportion 
in importance to his physical size. e was left 
in Paris, in fact, as

splendent tollettes. Of late years the stars of 
the Opera Bouffe and the Varieties have had 
things very much their own way, but this year 
the serious“ members of the profession took 
the matter in hand, and if they did not all min- 
le in the dance, did not disdain to grace the 
boxes with their fair faces and gorgeous ap- 
parel. The ball took place on Saturday night 
last. By the rules of the society, the ladies 
who figure therein may appear either in fancy 
dresses or in ball teilettes, while simple evening 
attire is strictly prescribed for the gentlemen. 
The Opera Comique, where tne fete is held. 
time-honored hall thoagh it be. is somewhat re- 
stricted in size for a hall of this nature, and the 
boxes are small, close. and uncomfortable. By 
half-past 12 the floor is densely packed with 
gentlemen, scarce a ball-dress being visible 
amid the mass of black coats an white cravats. 
Half an hour later the guests begin to arrive in 
battalions. A svecial round of applause from 
the crowd greets the entrance of any well-known 
artiste in striking costume, ten damsels dressed 
as the millers of the Boulangere a des Ecus, aud 
wearing enormous hats of white lelt, exciting a 
special outburst of approval. The Comedic 
Fruncaise is represented by two very lovely 
women, Mile. Reichemberg and Mme. Emilie 
Broisat, the first in pale blue. the second in 
white, with white roses in ber dark hair. 

Tne Porte Saint Martin presents a brilliant 
appearance, with Mile. Bianca in a delicious 
Louis XV. costume of white and cherry color, 
and wearing a coquettish hat set on oue sie of 
her elaborate and powdered coiffure, and with 
Mile. Dica Petit as a Dutch paysanue. A trying 
dress is this last, but it is one that is perfectly 
suited to the wearer’s somewhat peculiar fea- 
tures. 

From the Gymnase we have Mme. Helene 
Monnier and Mile. Marie Legault, the first in 
awhite silk bali dress, with a wreath of red 
roses, and the secund in a pretty bridal costume 
of the heorine of the Afariee de Madri Gras. 

Mile. Reiane, of the Vaudeville, fresh, fair, 
youthful, and charming, wears a wonderfully 
tasteful Bordelaise peasant costume, of which 
the prevailing toneqare crimson and yellow. 

The most beautif{) neck and shoulders on the 
Parisian stage are notindecorously displayed by 
the exquisite ball-dress of pale bluc and pale 
pink silk worn by Mile. Angele, of the Varie- 
ties. Sooth to say, the ladies at the Grand 
Charity Bali of last week wore far more indeli- 
cate dresses than are those displayed by the 
dramatic stars to-night. Linda, of the Palais 
Royal, and her comrade Mlle. Miettc, are among 
the prettiest women present, and danced per- 
sistently and with great animation. 

The most gorgeous costume in the room is 
that of a peacock, worn by Mlle. Gabrielle 
Elivini, who is more a celebrity ot the demi- 
monde than of the theatre, though she occasion- 
ally ficures in some minor part in a review or a 
burlesque, and where her dresses and her dia- 
monds never fail to create a sensation that her 
talent. could scarcely arouse. Her toilette is 
composed of adress of pale salmon-pink silk, 
reaching but little below the knee, and cut very 
low in the neck, and with very short sleeves. 
The corsage 1s bordered with bands of peacock’s 
feathers, and the back of the skirt is entirely 
composed of the same feathers set close to- 
* gether so as to represent the train of the royal 
bird. On her head she wears a high graduated 
diadem of peacock’s feathers, set in a tiara of 
diamonds, aud around ber neck is clasped a 
magnificent neckiace of diamods and pearl- 
shaped emeraids. Bracelets of emeralds and 
diamonds complete this novel and striking cos- 
tume, which is loudly applauded when its 
wearer first makes her appearance in her box. 

But the warmest greeting of the evening is re- 

served for Mme. Judic, who occupies one of the 
lower proscenium boxes. She is all in black, 
with acluster of scarict roses in her dark hair, 
and she wears long black kid gloves that cover 
her arms to a point some inches above the elbow. 
Alas! the truth must be told respecting the 
beautiful queen of the opera bouffe; she is get- 
ting old and is growing stout, and is fast losing 
her dark and sparkling beauty. She requires 
now the aid of the footlights and the rouge-box 
to produce her customary effect. 
There are but few of the masculine celebrities 
of the Parisian stage present, the dark eyes, 
white teeth, and unkempt locks of Mounet- 
Sullv of the Comedie Francaise alone attracting 
ong attention. The male element of 
the American colony is very fully repre- 
sented, however. By 1 o’clock the dancing has 
become very animated, and many of the ladies 
have quitted their boxes to join in the gay whirl. 
But one looks in vain for any approach to the 
indecorous caberings of the masked ball. Dico 
Petit joins in the dance with Mounet-Sully, and 
I regret to say that the voung and gifted trage- 
dian of the Comedie Francaise is an uncom- 
monly bad dancer. Judic descends from her 
box and joins in a waltz, and lovely little Marie 
Legault flies around like a fairy with her white 
tulle veil floating in the air. I am told that the 
ball did not break up till half-past 4.o’clock, 
haying been signatized as the most crowded, 
brilliant, and elegant affair of the kind that has 
been seen in Paris for years. The receipts will 
add something very handsome to the Dramatic 
Fund, the calls on which are generally more 
extensive than its revenue.

‘““SNAKES IN THE STOMACH.” 
New York Woritd, Marc’ 22. 

Dr. A. E. Macdonald, Medical Superintendent 
of the Ward’s Island Insane Asylum and Pro- 
fessor in the Medical Department of the Uni- 
versity of New York, referred in his lecture yes- 
terday to the story recently printed in the 
World of acolored girl in Hartem who claims 
to have a live toad or lizard in her stomach. He 
began by speaking of the different forms of 
mental depression, of the delusions of maniacs 
and melancholiacs, and especially of the de- 
lusions of persecution, illness, and ill-treatment, 
With melancholiacs delusions of the body are 
very common. A patient on Ward’s Island 
believes he has been killed three times; another 
insists that his head has turned to china, and 
is careful not to run the risk of breaking 
it; a third believes he has been changed 
into wax, and will not sit in the sun for fear 
of melting. Some believe they have rats or 
woodcocks in their stomachs. Others believe 
that they are animals, and their funcies taking 
form they will go out on all fours. The lec- 
turer told of ene of his patients who believes 
himself to be a horse, and wants to eat grass ; 
he has made himself a tail, and turns out in the 
morning with the other horses, harnesses bim- 
sell to a cart, and works like a quadruped. The 
Professor also knew of a female patient who be- 
lieved herself a bird, aud nearly broke her neck 
in attempting to fly. 

‘The belief in the entrance of animals into 
the body,“ continues Dr. Macdonald, is an- 
other form of melancholia. Such is, no doubt, 
the case of the colored girl in Harlem, who is 
reported to have a toad in her stomach. This 
belief is probably a form of hysteria—all the 
more probable bacause the person is a colored 
girl, and first experienced this idea after a 
religious meeting. She says she must have 
swallowed the animal at a Sunday-school picnic. 
The physician who bas been advertising himecif 
in this case seems to forget that a toad needs 
air to live on as well as other animals. He says 
that this cannot be a case of hysteria because it 
has lasted three years; yet we all know that 
such cases Oiten last that time. A somewhat 
similar case is redorded as having happened 
some time ago. A lady believed she had a toad 
in her stomach, and grew very ill fn conse- 
quence. Her physician, after vainly endeavor- 
ing to coax her out of the idea, gave her an 
emetic, and, while she was vomiting, dexter- 
ously slipped a toad into the basin aud called 
her attention to it. Fora time she was cured, 
but a few weeks later she had the same symp- 
toms as before, and insisted that the toad must 

have given birth to some young ones, which 
were still in her stomach. The doctor, however, 
persuaded her that this could not be the case, 
since the animal she had thrown up was—a 
male. This effected a permanent cure.“ 

Dr. Macdonald then called upon the stage, 
one by one, eight patients be had brought with 
him from the Insane Asylum and, by skillful 
questions, elicited from them accounts of their 
supposed disorders.

Friedlander writes that the wheat lands in Cali - 
fornia have not been thoroughly moistened this 
winter, and dry out rapidly. Hence they do not 
look for an export surplus of more than 300,000 


against nearly 500, 000 tons last year. 
What a chance for a wheat corner in Chicago! 
Scarcely anything coming in, with no prospect of 
increased receipts for several weeks to come, and 
a corner in Milwaukee to keep up the price there! 
The leading produce markets were moderately 
active Saturday, and there were no extensive 
changes in prices except that wheat was stronger. 
Provisions were easy. corn firm, and oats dull. 
The weather was again snow-stormy, which tended 
to higher prices in grain, but the receipts were not 
materiaily affected by it, the volume of corn arriv- 
ing being greater than for many days past. The 
shipping movement was slow, the trading being 
chiefly for future delivery. 
There was a very fair movement in dry goods, 
despite the unfaverable weather. The mail order 
business was of liberal proportions, and the selec- 
tions of buyers who were present in person were 
also fair in the aggregate. No changes in prices 
were noted, the market maintaining a steady tone. 
Groceries met with a fair inquiry, and for most 
lines the market was comparatively steady. In the 
butterand cheese markets no changes were appa- 
rent. Dried fruits were quiet, excepting raisins, 
prunes, and currants, for which a very fair demand 
existed. Apples are in large supply, in timited 
demand, and weak. Other domestic dried ruled 
comparatively steady. The fish trade was quiet at 
previous quotations. No changes were apparent 
in the leather market. Trade, though better than 
a fortnight @go, is not active by any means, and 
the desire to stimulate trade leads to a more or less 
liberal shading of prices. Bagging was quoted 
quiet and easy. Oils were dealt in sparingly at 
about former figures. Carbon and lard were firm. 
White lead was steady at $9.75 per 100 Ibs. 
Hogs were active and steady at $5. 250 5. 40 for 
light, and at $5.20@5.75 for heavy. Cattle were 
in good demand and were firm at $3.25@5.85 for 
common to choice. Sheep were quiet at $3.25@ 
5.50. 
At the lumber- yards business was light Satur- 
day, and but few fresh orders were received, the 
bad weather having curtailed trade in all direc- 
tions. The seed market was reported to be more 
active and firm for clover and timothy, while other 
seeds were unchanged. Wool, broom corn, and 
hay were quiet. Hides were in fair request and firm. 
The demand for green fruits was moderate, the 
storm cutting off a good deal of trade, but most 
varieties were firmly held, the offerings being only 
fair, and the season for native fruits is nearly 
over. Poultry was in good demand and firm. 
Potatoes were strong, being in fair retail request 
and limited supply. Eggs were firmer. 
Rail freights were dall and irregular, with no 
change in asking figures.

THE ENGLISH UNIVERSITY RACE. 

Lowpox, March 24-—9:45a.m.—The University 
boat race was first announced asa victory. for Ox- 
ford by less than halfa length, and extras of the 
afternoon papers also announced that Oxford won; 
but the Western Associated Press representive has 
atelegram saying the race resulted in a dead 
heat. 

Lonpox, March 24—10 a. m. It is now regarded 
certain that the race was a dead heat. The cox- 
swains, judges, and umpire will meet at 2 o'clock 

and decide whether Oxford won, or the race was a 
dead heat. The reason for this is the ambiguous 
form of the judges’ decision, namely, Dead heat 
by two yards. 
THE RACE. 

Lonpon, March 24.—The thirty-fourth Univer- 
sity boat-race was rowed this morning at an early 
hour, and the course was the usual one on the 
Thames, from Putney to Mortlake; distance four 
miles and two furlongs. Of the Cambridge eight, 
six participated in last year’s contest; while of the 
Oxford crew, four were ancient mariners, but the 
coxswain was a novice of the Thames. 

The Cantabs rowed in a new swaddle Winship 
While 
the number of spectators was, for a University 
race, comparatively small, there were enough to 
make what would be an immense gathering else- 
where. The weather was favorable, both for the 
contestants and spectators, yet a rather cloudy 
atmosphere kept the sun and Londoners away. The 
start was made at 8:27 a. m. The Oxfords took 
water first, and were eight feet ahead in half a dozen 
strokes. This lead they held to Duke's Head, 
where 

CAMBRIDGE DREW UP, 
and were on even terms half-way between the 
Head and Simmons’ yard. Off this yard, Cambridge 
gota lead of about four feet, which positions were 
maintained at the London boat-house. At this 
period in the race Cambridge rowed in better form. 
At Chaven Cottage, six furlongs from the starting 
point, the boats were about on alevel. Oxford 
now forged ahead, and when a mile had been 
rowed, led by about the third of a length. At 
Crab-Tree, Oxford led by’ only a few feet. At the 
distiliery, something over a mie and four furlongs 
from the starting point, the Cambridge once more 
showed in front some two or three feet. At Oil 
Mills, two miles and slightly over a furlong from 
the starter’s boat, Oxford drew up alongside. At 
the bottom of Chiewick Eyot, Oxford was again in 
front, being in better water than Cambridge, who 
seeméd much 
TROUBLED BY ROUGH WATER. 

At Chiewick Church, three miles having been 
rowed, Oxford had increased their advantage to 
two-thirds of a length, and the race was apparentiy 
no longer in doubt. Rounding the bend into 
Horseshoe Reach, the water became smoother, 
and Cambridge gained upon Oxford, but the latter 
drew away and were nearly a length ahead. Off 
the bathing place, nine furlongs from the winning 
point, Cambridge made another effort, but only 
reduced Oxford's lead to two-thirds of a length. 

No further change occurred up to Barnes Bridge, 
fve furlongs further on, through which Oxford 
passed nearly a length ahead. and off White Hart. 
four furlongs from the goal, was a length and some 
feet in advance. Off Limes, 

CAMBRIDGE SPURTED 
and reduced the lead of Oxford. which all at once 
got all abroad, as their bowman was seen to be 
in difficulties, and unable touse his oar properly. 
Cambridge was now within a third of a length of 
being on even terms with the Oxfords, and a most 
exciting struggle followed.

A SENSIBLE CHANGE. 


Unlike the Eastern papers, which look upon the 


Board of Stewards of the Septilateral as a collection 
of demi-gods who can do nothing wrong, Tur 
Turnen has from time to time expressed its opin- 
jon of the actions of that body ina fair and fear- 
less manner, and at present is reaping the harvest 
of its work, in the benefits of which the horsemen 
join. In the latter part of February last, the Boara 
of Stewards met in New York and made up 3 
programme for the coming season on the whole- 
hog-or-none principle, arranging the purses in 
such snape that, in order to trot their stock at all, 
the owners of some of the most noted horses in the 
country would be compelled to enter them in races 
in which there would be a number of horses with 
records much lower than theirs. This idea of 
forcing all horees with records below 2:21 into 
the free-for-all-class, and arranging the other 
races on the same principle, was undoubtedly 
a fine scheme forthe tracks, as it insured large 
fields in each race, and, with the 10 per cent en- 
trance system now im vogue, each Association in 
the combination was morally certain to get all its 
money back from this somrce alone, leaving the 
enormous receipts from attendance, sales of re- 
freshments, etc., as clear profit. 
When this programme was made public, 
A PROLONGED AND VIGOROUS HOWL 

went up from horsemen all over the country. The 
Eastern sporting papers were appealed to in the 
hope that they would protest against the injustice 
of the scheme, but their columns were silent on 
the subject, the Board of Stewards being apparent- 
ly too powerful an adversary for them to tackle. 
About the only paper in the country that came to 
the rescue was Tur Trisvune. In its issue of Feb. 
25, inan article on the Eastern Circuit, it alluded 
to the programme, which at that time nad just 


been made public, and said: 

This arrancement. it will be noticed, places Budd 
Doble and Charley Green, a pair to whom heretofore 
considerable toadying has been done, in avery bad box. 
With the Maid barred from the free-for-all she will be 
worthless unless a special purse for trial of speed ts in-

THIS WAS THE FIRST PROTEST

Lady Maude, Nettie, Occi- 
dent. and Rei Cloud are eligible to this race, but 
it is not probable that any of them will be in con- 
dition to start. as they have been badly out of form 
for two or three years. If Mr. Smith allows the 
Maid to take a hand, Bill Humphrey, owner of 
Judge Fulterton, will have a chance to show what 
he is made of, as lastscason be rézgietcred a solemn 
vow that his borse should never again start ina 
race with the old mare. 

THE MOST AMUSING FEATURE 
of the whole matter, however, is the joyful and en- 
tirely uncalled for cavorting of the spirit of the 
Times over the change. It leaps about as gayly as 
ayoung calf ona spring morniny, and eulogizes the 
action of the Stewards in making a change wich it 
either had not the sense to see was needed, or was 
afraid to suggest. We approve of this change,” 
it says, with as much solemnity as if its opinion 
had ever been asked by the Stewards, and then 
proceeds to moralize on the cowardice of .

THE WINNERS OF 1876. 

The table at the end of this article, which has 
been prepared with great care, and is believed to 
be as nearly perfect as anything of the kind can 
be. will be found of great interost and utility, both 
to horsemen and those interested in turf sports in 
a non-professional manner. It sets forth in 
convenient form for reference the results 
of last season's trotting as regards abont 
thirty of the best horses in the country. In pre- 
paring this list, it was the aim of the writer to in- 
clude only such horses as have proven themselves 
worthy of a place in the front rank that went 
through the campaign of 1870 in a manner that 
showed them to be capable of still greater things, 
and that bid fair to be good horses in their respect- 
ive classes this season. 

It must not be understood by this, however, that 
all the good horses in the country are included in 
the list, or even all that made a successful cam- 
gn last season. For instance, the names of 
Paciile Golddust and Judge Fullerton are wanting,

THE PROPHECY 
adove above alluded to, viz.: that Bodine will beat 
his record during the present season, will undoubt- 
ediy be fulfilled. In fact, he accomplished the feat 
on several occasions last season, when he trotted 
second and third to the Maid in her fastest heats, 
but the fact that he was not fast under the wire of 
course prevented his time from oecoming a record. 
Bodme was timed tn several of his races last sum- 


mer in from 2:10½ to 2:18. This season he will 
not be pitted against the same class of horses that 
he has heretofore contended with, the giving of 
a purse for horses of the 2:19 class, alluded to 
elsewhere, placing him with horses of an easier 
stfipe. In addition to this he will be driven by 
Doble, —a man who alway? gets the best of the 
judging. lf Budd can give the Chicage horse a 
record of 2:16% or better, and win a majority of 
the races in which he participates, he may fairly 
lay claim to being the superior of Johnson, but. 
until he does this, horsemen wil: think that Peter

mach skill as anybody could.

BASE-BALL. 
PITCHERS’ RECORDS, 

It is a common. enjoyable, and harmless amuse- 
ment at present for ball players and their friends 
to figure out how the changes in the teams for this 
year have affected the efficiency of certain pitchers, 
basing it, of course, on the well-known fact that 
most strong batsmen are singularly effective against 
some deliveries and curiously weak against others. 
This theory carried out woald, if correct, make it 
possible to get up a team that could beat one nine 
nearly every time, while much less effective against 
the other four clubs of the League. Toexplain by an 
example: Manning pitched for the Bostons in five 
games against St. Louis last year, and won four of 
them, while the Browns, though they could not hit 
Manning, won every game they played against 
McBride, Josephs, and Bradiey. Again, McVey 
pitched four games for Chicago against Hartford, 
and the Whites won them all, while out of the re- 
maining six games in which Spalding pitched 
Chicago won only two. The records of individual 
players against certain pitchers are found in the 
reviews of the twenty-eight different series of 
1876, published in these columns as fast as they 
were completed. From these the records of the men 
for the season against coming pitchers have been 
gotten together to show, as far as may be, the 
comparative efficiency of those pitchers against the 
new teams. The deficiencies in the estimate are 
these: That no record exists of the ability of 
Nichols and Larkin; that Bradiey’s strength 
against St. Louie, and Dond’s strength against the 
Hartfords, cannot be found, because those clubs 
have not played against them, and that the inser- 
tion of new men in teams, noticeably Louisville 
and St. Louis—may throw the best-laid schemes 
ont of joint. However that = be, the *‘ proba- 
bilities are like this: Bradley will meet in the Cin- 
cinnati team this season nine men who played 
against him last season and made the following 
records: 
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The average of base hits per game was therefore 
0,61 for each player, a rate which would indicate 
about 6 to a came. This should be raised somewhat 
by the substitution of Cuthbert and Pike for Gould 
and Kessler, but no figures can be given for them. 
The 2 seems to be, then, that if the players 
in all the clubs bat thie season about as last, and 
if bradley is about as effective, he will meet with 
the following record:

If this be accepted as a basis, it shows simply 
that Bradley will be batted hardest by Louisville, 
und least by Cincinnati, with St. Louis an un- 
known — The same method of applying the 
figures shows the following as to the other pitchers:

It seems from these figures that Bradley would 
be most effective against Cincinnati and least 80 
against Louisville; Spalding strongest against 
Hartford and weakest against St. Louis; Devlin 
best against St. Louis and poorest against Chicago; 
Mathews best against Hartford and least effective 
against Chicago; Bond most effective against Louis- 
ville and least so agatust Chicago. 

The varying records oi the clubs against different 

chers may in the same way be easily seen, as, 

or instance, in the case of Chicago, which shows 
— best record against Bond, Mathews, and Dev- 
in. 

Again, it is not out of the way to guess at the 
probable success of two clubs as against each other 
when the record of the pitchers of each is given. 
For instance, Boston ought to beat Cincinnati if 
they average fifteen hits in a game off Mathews 
while the other party are making ten off Bond. 

It remains to say only that all estimates bared on 
past achievements are generally wrong, and, while 
it is not a hard thing to igure from records an ab- 
solute result, it happens in a majority of cases 
that ~ome disturbing element vitiates the whole 
calculation.

It is safe to say that every man and 
woman who has become ensnared Dy the fatal pas- 
sion for the poppy-juice at one time or another 
makes an effort to be free. No one can endure the 
pangs that follow an unrestrained indulgence in 
this habit without resoiving to abjure it forever- 
more, and an hour afterwards the vow is broken.

New York, March 23.—Few adjuncts of a 
lady’s spring strect toilette are more effective 


than a really handsome parasol, and parasols 
now rejoice in a perfection of form, texture, and 
detail hitherto undreamed of. Very elegant, in- 
deed, are some that have lately appeared. For 
the present, the once popular umbrella must 
make its bow, and with the best grace possible 
behold the dainty paraso] and the ornate “‘sun- 
shade’ step into its place. A very handsome 
parasol, designed for accompanying an imported 
toilette, is of rich seeded silk of an exceedingly 
rare and lovely shade of bronze-brown, ratber 
light than otherwise. The handle is of pure 
translucent amber, richly carved, and bear- 
ing a handsome monogram of the owner. 
The end of the handle, or, rather, the top, pro- 
truding up through the parasol, represents a 
moderately-large bird, exquisitely cut aiso from 
amber.

STON BOUCICAULT’S TWO PLAYS. 

Better than ever before have the theatre-go- 
ing population of this city had an opportunity 
of study'’ng the arts employed by Dion Bouci- 
cault in the amusement of the public. Two of 
his rarest efforts have he!d the boards for a 
weck, — The Shaughraun at McVicker’s, and 
“Forbidden Fruit” @ Haverly’s. The two 
representations are conceded to be the master- 
pieces of the prolific dramatist, and the contrast 
between them serves well to display the 
versatility of their author. One is English, 
light as air, dependent upon the quaintness 
of its situations and suddenness of its changes. 
The other, Irish, sometimes filled with a roUlick- 
ing delipeation of Hibernian wit and humorous 
positions, and sometimes tender to tearfulness 
in its representation of devotion and fidelity. 
The English play, involving weli-dovetailed im- 
possibilities. blinds the ‘auditor to its incongrui- 
ties, that follow swiftly upon each other, each 
distracting attection from the predecessor, and 
destroying all desire of comparison with the ac- 
tual experience of life. However critical be may 
be who watches Forbidden Fruit,“ he forgets 
the logic of existence in contemplating the 
phases of the performance, and abandons his 
critical intention, as the surprises come thickly 
and quickly, leaving room but for wonder how 
the author will extricate his characters froin 
the intricacies in which he appears tv 
delight in involving them. The element of 
time is entirely forgotten. The charactcrs turn 
up in all sorts of places, with a celerity known 
only to the telegraph, and yet it attracts little 
or no attention. The oddities of the situations 
drown their impracticability, and, while sinking 
every effort to counterfeit nature, they are con- 
tented with provoking mirth. 

“The Shaughraun,” on the other hand, 
though fillea witha wild, fantastic romance, 
draws the audience into an absorbing sympathy 
with an apparently emiacntly possible phase of 
life. Peculiar and sometimes startling methods 
of expression are put into the mouths of the 
characters, but the conversation of each is so 
uniform that the surprise wears off carly, and 
the interest becomes centered in the vary- 
ing fortunes of the virtuous and the 
villainous. In the construction of the 
role of Conn, “the Shaughraun,““ Mr. Bou- 
cicault has infused into Lever's peasant 
@ heroism that lifts him above the level as- 
signed him by that novelist. He possesses all 
the deviltry and shrewdness, covered over with 
an air of stupidity and recklessness, that Lever 
loved to hoid up as typical of the lower order of 
Hibernian character. But a passionate devotion 
to whisky in Conn gives way to his even more 
passionate love for his master, and, while (when 
thereis nothing of greater importance on his 
mind) he will poach, and do many things that 
would be criminal in a man of any other na- 
tionality, yet he rises above all these tempta- 
tions when the objects of his affection are in 
danger, and stands forth the embodiment of 
manhood, preserving nothing of his other self 
save his brogue and his inimitable faculty of 
expressing his views in pure, rich wit. As 
the situations become exciting, he drops gently 
down from his eminence as forcmost character 
of the play, to rise again, equally gently, when 
itis demanded of him to conceal the lack of 
climax or excitement. A careful observation of 
Conn will enable one to forestall the coming of 
crises, for, while he lingers well forward during 
the whole of the play, yet he is held as a sort of 
coloring, sametimes brilliant and sometimes 
softening away in harmonizing other tints. It 
is the fault of the average Irish dramatist that 
he makes his peasant sustain the whole per- 
formance. Inthe intensity of his interest in 
his hero, he draws heavily upon all the rest. 
and, leaving them little or nothing to do but 
“fill in,” puts his Lords and Ladies in the rather 
equivocal position of standing around as sort 
of servants upon a man whose station in life 
demands of him that he keep quiet 
until spoken to, and crawl out of 
sight unless bidden to stay. Conn, on 
the other hand, never appears until just such a 
human being is necessary to doagiven thing 
imperatively demanded by the exigencics of the 
case. Nordoes he assume command of the 
whole battalion as though he were the General 
of the department. The treatment he receives 
is of that patronizingly familiar kind which the 
superior shows to the invaluable inferior, while 
he accepts it all with the deferential and bumble 
aspect imposed by the widely-differing sations. 
Pre-eminently polite to those above him, and 
droll under protest, as if he deprecated a bad 
habit of saying good things in any society, yet 
he is a tyraut and a despot when he comes in 
contact with the enemies of those whom he 
would protect. Scrupulously servile to the En- 
glish Captain, he still does not hesitate to mimic 
that Captain when his back is turned. No mat- 
ter how comical an adventure he may be de- 
scribing, he stops suddenly, and is all grave and 

attention if interrupted. He knows 
just how far to go with those above him, and is 
Utterly reckless of how far he goes with his 


peers. 
It would appear impossible that a fellow of 
his wit and readiness in eluding danger should 
est Conn’s courage and anxiety to court 
when he might, by a simple turn of the 
play, have secured two reports of à gun, de- 
manded just then as à signal. It is a phase of 
the Irish r which may exist, this volun-

MUSIC. 
AT HOME. 


THE VERDI REQUIEM. 

At :ast the Beethoven Society has made its 
mark, and a large white one, in its production 
of Verdis Manzoni Requiem,“ on last Thurs- 
day evening. We doubt not that the excellence 
of its performance, all things considered, was a 
surprise to the musical connoisseurs of the city, 
who, knowing the difficulties of the work, hard- 
ly believed the Society could perform it; 
to the conductor of the Society, who 
more than once in the progress of its 
study has wished he had never undertaken it; 
and lastly to the Society itself, whose perform- 
ance must have exceeded their own anticipa- 
tions. The production of the work was greeted 
by a large audience which was both kindly dis- 
‘posed and enthusiastic, and quick to recognize 
the good points. 

The Soviety turned out about 145 voices (al- 
most as large a chorus as that which first pro- 
duced the work in Milan), fifty tenors and 
bassos, and almost twice as many sopranos and 
altos. As compared with the chorus of 
last season, this shows a decided fall- 
ing off in numbers but the shrinkage 
has been for the better. One fault of the chorus 
last season was the consijerable amount of use- 
less lumber in its material. This having been 
discarded, the 145 voices are vastly more effect- 
ive than the 200 or more used to be and more 
susceptible to discipline. One little illustration 
is to the point. Never before in the history of 
the Socicty did it get upon the stage promptly 
or in any order. This may be a little thing, but 
the straw shows which way the wind is 
blowing. Never before has the Society 
shown such conscientious devotion to 
work, such patience in study, such enthusi- 
asm in performance. It is by no means yet a 
perfect chorus, but its improvement is so marked 
as toaugur forita large degree of future ex- 
celience. The balance of parts yet remains to 
be strengthened. The tenors, as the most 
faulty section, need some strong, true leaders 
to keepthem upto the key and give them a 
more decisive quality oftone. The altos, so far 
as they go, are good (altos always are), but they 
need strengthening. The sopranos and bassos 
are better than usual. In precision of attack and 
steadiness of tempothey show great in provement 
which is particulariy noteworthy in stich catchy 
phrases and involved fugal work as abound in 
the Requiem,“ and the same may be said as to 
tune, considering the chromatic confusion and 
the abrupt and inconsequential key-changes that 
confront the siugers almost on every page. In 
expression there vet remains something to be 
done. The Sovicty has learned the art of stop- 
ping when it gets through with a phrase, * bit- 
ing it off,“ as Thomas told them in Cincinnati. 
It has developed a magnificent fortissimo, 
with less of nowe and more of power. It has 
not yet, however, mastered a good pianissimo. 
It is an admirable piano, but that hardly an- 
swers for such infinitesimal divisions of piano as 
a ppp p, which may be found in Verdi's score. 
This, however, will come with practice, and the 
Society need not vetdespair oli beiug able to 
summon the ghost of a tone. With the excep- 
tion of tue fugue in the last chorus, which was 
somewhat cloudy, the choral numbers werqex- 
cellently given, especially those in the Dies 
Irae.“ and the “Sanctus’’ received a very en- 
thusiastic encore. This is no small praise, for 
the singing of this diflicult work is not child's 
play. 

The ensemble of the solos was less effective 
than that of the chorus. Miss Thurston is eu- 
titled to great credit for the handsome manner 
in which she acquitted herself. Her singing, 
both in expression and execution, showed great 
care and inteHigent as well as faithful study. 
She also displaved great tact in the use of her 
voice and preserved itin all its freshness and 
strength to the very close of the ‘* Libera me. al- 
though the trying forte passage just before the 
last monotone called for her whole voice, both 
in strength aud range. In Miss De Pelgrom's 
work there was one drawback alinost constantly 
aoparent which was as much a misfortune 
for herself as an injustice to the other soloists. 
We refer to ber aggravated and simply outrage- 
ous use of the tremolo. Miss De Pelgrom has a 
very rich and powerful voice, with a middle 
register that could hardly be improved, and very 
pronounced dramatic ability. Why she should 
choose to4mar such brilliant qualities witha 
tremolo, depressing ber voice at times a full half 
tone, and producing the effect of falseness not 
only on her own part but on the part of those 
singing with her,—why she should insist upon 
an effect that kills true blendlug of 
voices, or why she should use this 
antiquated, miserable, artificial attempt at emo- 
tional effect is a mystery. Apart irom this, 
Miss De Pelgrom’s singing would have been 
extremely good. Mr. Dexter showed the effects 
of recent illness in his singing, but by the trans- 
position of some of his most trying numbers he 
succeeded very creditably, his principal failing 
belng a tendency to get out of tuue. Mr. Ber- 
steiu sang in a manner that indicated a very 
thorough appreciation of the sentiment of the 
work, and with a genuine artistic suc- 
cess, if we may except the one trill 
called for in his score, the per- 
formance of which was so _ elephantine 
as to be funny. Mr. Eddy deserves the highest 
praise for his accompaniments—their skill, cor- 
rectness, and exquisite taste. When one con- 
siders the extreme difficulty of reproducing or- 
chestral effect upon the organ, especially when 
they are as dramatic as those in the Requiem,“ 
the rapidity with which the changes must be 
made, the ligutning-like runs of pedaling that 
constantly occur in this score, and the fact that 
he was playing upon a strange organ, Mr. 
Eddy’s performance deset ves to be classed as 
that of a virtuoso. 

The moral of this performance is a very short 
one. Itshows what may be done when the 


Beethoven Society sets itself to work, and that | 
three months of rehéarsal are better than three 


weeks, and that discipline is better than dille- 
tantism. As for Mr. Wolfsolhn, he deserves no 
other praise than that of the success of his 
singers. It shows what he has done better than 
we can tell it. He is tobe congratulated that 
after having traveled through the woods so 
long he is emerging into the sunshine of the 
open landscape. The public in general will be 
glad to know that the Kequlem will be re- 
peated for the benefit of the whole public on 
next Thursdav evening, Holy Thursday. 
THE OLE BULL CONCERT. 

The concert by the Ole Bull troupe on Friday 
evening at McCormick’s Hall was one of the 
most remarkable popular successes ever known 
in Chicago, and the grecting which welcomed 
the veteran of the violin exceeded in ent nusiasm 
that of any former occasion. The hall was lit- 
erally crowded to overflowing, as a large num- 
ber had to stand, and many could not gain ad- 
mission. The enthusiasm of the vast crowd 
knew no bounds, and as every one of the artists 
was encored, with the exception of the pianist 
(who, by the way, deserved one much more 
than some of the other artisis), the concert was 
prolonged to a very late hour. 

To the crowd Ole Ball was the centre of at- 
traction. His numbers were his own composi- 
tions,—** Mountains of Norway.“ a fanciful fan- 
tasie, and the familiar Siciliana e Tarantella,” 
both accompanied by the piano and organ, for 
which latter instrument he seems to have a spe- 
cial fancy without any special reason, and for

Her reception was one of which any artist might 
be proud. Her opening number was the intri- 
cate and exacting Queen of Nigbt” aria from 
the “Magic Flute,” which is a test piece 
for any artist; and her second, Taubert’s 
pretty “Nightingale Song, which was most 
deliciously sung. The Mozart aria taxed 
her utmost powers, which is not to be 
wondered at, when there are 80 few 
singers who can render it satisfactorily, 
as might be expected in the case of an aria writ- 
ten for an exceptional voice. It was a thorough- 
ly artistic effort none the less. For her encores 
she gave The Pretty Maid of Dundee and 
„% Robin Adair’ in à manner that leaves no 
room for criticism. Miss Benziger and Mr. 
Karl were also handsomely received. They have 
appeared here $0 recently that itis not neces- 
sary to particularly characterize their singing. 
It was unfuitunate for Mr. Liebling (a brother 
of our own Mr. Liebling) that he appeared in 
such a galaxy of artists, and the accom pani- 
ments todo. He is a pianist of cxtraordinary 
promise, with a clear and crisp technique, fine 
phrasing, and peculiar retinement of sentiment. 
He is apparently very young, but already has a 
command of his instrument that promises great 
things in the future, when he shall free himself 
of nervousness and become familiar with audi- 
ences. His three numbers—the Liszt Rhap- 
sodic, the Chopin Nocturne, and the Tausig 
Waltz—were very creditably given, and his ac- 
companiments were marked by excellent taste 
end discrimination. We hope to hear him 
some time in a programme where he will not be 
offset against so many counter attractions.

ABROAD, 
SAINT SAENS’ LATEST SYMPHONY. 

The Paris correspondent of Dwight’s Journai 
of Music sharply says of Saint Saens’ latest 
symphony: 

A new and original heroic, allegoric, seraphic, 
diabolic, atmospheric, and n- com posi- 
tion, in several episodes, entitled La Jeunesse 
d' Hercule, from the pen of M. Saint Saens, was 
produced at the Chatelet a fortnight ago. The 
classic simplicity of the name given tothe work 
offering much 2 for brain racking, the com- 
piler of M. Colonne’s programmes opligingly 
supplements it by the following interesting de- 
tails: On entering le, Hercules saw two paths 
open to him,—that of Vice, bordered by gay 
nyinphe and buacchantes; and that of Virtue, 
severe, arduous, obstructed by difficulties and 
dangers, but promising the reward of immortal- 
ity. Heedicss of the vicious blandishments of 
pieasure, Hercules resolutely chooses the career of 
virtue. Such is, in substance, the legend which 
M. Saint-Saens has attempted to illustrate. Ten 
minutes orchestral cloudiness represent the hero 
hesitating between the two roads. A sharp five 
minutes of musical thunder and lightning, in the 
form of a wild bacchanal dance, is thought suffi- 
cient to describe the seductions of vice; another 
five of calm. sweet inspidity, broken by furious 
intervals of instrumental chaos, depicts the path of 
virtus. In twenty minutes the symphony is over; 
in twenty days it will be forgotten. La Jennes- 
ee d' Hercule has the usual faults and good quali- 
ties of M. Saint-Saens. Great skillin the har- 
monic effects, vagueness in the working out of the 
idea, and utter wantof as wherever melody 
is required. If M. Saint-Saens were well advised 
he would choose less pretentious titles for his com- 
positions. The name by which it has pleased him 
to distinguish his last work is both pedantic and 
disappointing.

It was spon- 
taneous and natural, caused in once case by the 
neglect of the “duster,” in the other by the 
nervousness ot the artist himself. Mr. Werren- 
rath, the painstaking tenor of Plymouth choir, 
had been with a burden 
too beavy for his vocal and dramatic power alike. 
He did creditably, however, for an amateur in 
sotrying a place, and the listeners were dis- 
posed to be sympathetic rather than harsh- 

critical. They would never have been 80 
as to laugh at his singikg; they 
couldn't help laughing at his un dust- 
faising. It came in the tragic scene of the last 
act, where Naa sees the murderous Frederick 
coming upon her weaponless lord, rushes to the 
sofafor his sword, and presents it exactly in 
season for Lohengrin to thrust it under the left 
arm of his assailant. This was effected, Fred- 
erick died. and Hlaa lay in a swoon at her bus- 
band’s feet. He, unhappy man, instead of drop- 
ping his reeking sword, so to speak. on the floor, 
gave it a scornful toss on the sofa. The cloud 
of dust that resulted completely hid the parties 
for a moment, and—everybody smiled aloud. 
Nor could a second round be avoided 
when the white-robed Tua was deposited on 
the same sofa. It is to be hoped that the sofa, 
“gogether with some responsible party, received 
a thorough up next day. What could 
be more shocking than to have farce thus break 
in upon tragedy, especially when a grand orches- 
tra continues playing music not a single bar of 
which you are contented to lose. 
TANNHAUSER KEEPING TIME.

No after- 
restraint could remove the ludicrousness of this 
scene, and it is feared Mr. Bischoff has effectu- 


ally disposed of himself as an operatic artist. 


A REDEEMING ORCHESTRA. 
Tannhauser was not so well rendeced, on the 
whole, as its predecessors in the series. The 
chorus was unusually bad, and Venus arrayed 
herself so absurdly that she was ex- 
eused from appearing in the last 
act, to the general relief. Yet there were some 
markedly excellent features, as Mme.

seutations of the most flattering kind. That 
these were not realized is laid to the charge of 
Herr Wachtel. That jealous and tyrannical 
tenor, it is said, refused to share the honors of 
his season with an artist who was likely indeed 
to get her full proportion of them. He wanted 
to shine by contrast to everybody about him, as 
the soprano of this Wagner season has shone, 
for the reason that no tenor or contralto could 
be found to worthily supporther. Sothe young 
stranger lost her engagement, and received aseri- 
ous blow professionally. No other opportunity 
was open to her, and she was compelled to bide 
her time for recognition. In addition to these 
ill circumstances her husband became temporar- 
ily insane, largely on account of her unfair 
treatment. It is not surprising, therefore, that 
those knowing the facts and sympathizing with 
the lady should be glad of her present triumph. 
Mme. Pappenheim is 28, large of stature, and 
neither pretty nor handsome. But sne isa 
thorough artist. She dresses tastefully, is apt 
at concealing her size where that is possible, 
and acts with a graceand naturalness which 
render her attractive. She was placed under in- 
struction at the age of 12 in Vienna, where she 
was born, andat 17 made her debut as Valentine 
in the “Huguenots,” at Linz, Aus- 
tria. She was successful from the 
first, and sang in Berlin, Leipsic. Brunswick, 
Carisruhc, Hamburg, and other cities. Mr. 
Neuendorff found her in Hamburg, and a favor- 
ite. In 1872 she sang Senta in the Fixing 
Dutchman” at Mannheim, when Wagner at- 
tended the performance. The composer gave 
her, through the press, this compliment: The 
fair-haired Senta of Mme. Pappenheim was 
delightful. She was the northern girl of my 
imagination: soft and elegiac in bearirg and 
voice, deeply impressive in her devotion to the 
phantom sailor.“ 

The last of the series, Die Walkure.“ could 
not be prepared for Friday night, and has been 
postponed till next weck. What with the re- 
quirements of the music on the voices, and the 
necessity for daily rehearsals, the marvel {s, not 
that the fourth opera is necessarily delayed, but 
that the singers are not all laid away for re- 
pairs. I should have spoken of the debut in 
“Lohengrin”? of Miss Emma Cranch, in whom 
Cincinnati takes parental interest, but for the 
significant fact that, having given her trial in 
Brooklyn, the director did not not deem it pru- 
dent to present her as Ortrude in New York. 

A HUMORIST ON HIS OWN BOOK. 

Mr. Alden, the pure humorist of the Times. who 
has been induced to father a book, converses 
very much in the vein of his writings. It is no 
study with him to be humorous; he can’t help 
it. It is his mental constitution that things 
should appear to him ir. a happy and ludicrous 
light, and in most absurd relations. This makes 
the charm and freshness of the humor, which 
has no particle of the caustic or sarcastic about 
it. Not long since I had a chat with Mr. Alden 
which was quite as entertaining as one of his 
column editorials. He said very earnestly that 
he had no wish to print a book. He never 
would have done it if he had been let alone. 
But the publishers came after him, and his 
friends told him it would be sheer obstinacy 
to hold out against so generous proposals. They 
didn’t seem to think it mattered much that he 
should be ruined by putting his name on a title 
page. He still would have remained obstinate 
but for the advice of Mr. Croly, of the Graphic, 
in whose judgment he confided most fully. It 
was a great nuisance, he continued, to print a 
book. No wonder authors got tired of them- 
selves. He had been obliged to read all the 
first proofs, and now I could see on his table a 
great pile of “‘revises to be gone through. It 
was punishment cnough to have written so 
much, without having it thus thrust before your 
face asa hard reality. Besides, he didn’t think 
much of the book, though he hoped readers 
would differ with him. 

Mention being made of the fact that a special 
correspondent had written something about him 
to Tue Triscne a few weeks since, Mr. Alden 
said he had been presented with a slip of it. He 
was, of course, obliged for the very com- 
plimentary language, and hoped the writer be- 
lieved it. But there were one or two little points 
of no importance to which be could not agree. 
The correspondent had made him a brother of 
Dr. Alden, of Harpers, which was correct with 
the exception that he held no relation—not even 
that of third cousin—to Dr. Alden, and that the 
latter gentleman was not a Dr.“ This busi- 
ness of titles he never could comprehend. 
Nearly all the literateurs connected with the 
Harpers were called Doctors,“ possibly be- 
cause they weren’t. He could think of no bet- 
ter reason. I may add that the correspondent 
said Mr. Alden was a pronounced blonde, which 
he is not, being rather a brunette. As I was 
departing. Mr. Alden said, with a twinge of 
melancholy in his voice, that he hoped to sur- 
vive his book, but he had his doubts all the 
same. His only consolation would be that he 
had done his best to ruin one publishing house. 
There was something in that. 

LEISURE-HOUR ARTISTS. 
The night-receiving and delivery-clerks in the 
office of the Western Union—those poor fellows 
who begin service at midnight and leave it in 
time for a 10-o’clock breaklfast—decvise various 
ways to drive dull care away during the hours 
when most of the world lies sleeping. They 
have among themselves a dramatic association 
named the Enterprise, which makes a public ap- 
pearance twice or thrice a year in a little hall on 
Fourth street. The performance is varied, and 
the preparation for it occupies much of the 
leisure found at the office. II you enter with a 
message after 2 of the morning, you will be 
quite likely to hear a familiar ballad or ditty, 
sung to the accompaniment of a banjo. 
Or perhaps one of the nimble-footed 
will be trying a new step in “his 
“clog”? progress. Be not surprised, either, if 
the light-mustached clerk who takes your 
message have on his desk a copy of A Decided 
Case,” or some other light drama in which he 
has a role to appropriate. None of this enter- 
tainment, however, interferes with rapid and 
faithful work. The clerks sing while they are 
casting up accounts, but the accounts are cast 
correctly. The banjo-player twangs the strings 
and the dancer -shuffles over the tile floor only 
when there isa lull. The receiver imagipes 
himself a hero in tarpaulin jacket rescuing a 
rock-bound maiden from the wild sea waves 
only when waiting foramessage. The Company 
loses nothing, the night-workers kcep them- 
selves in humor and awake, and when the play 
comes on it is to the delight of 200 or 300 rela- 
tives and friends whose pride in their boys“ 
is equaled only by the good nature and jollity 
of the boys themselves. 
THE CHILDREN’S CARNIVAL. 

The marked social events of the season were 
all joined to charity, arid the after-Lent revival 
of dancing at the Academy is not to be an ex- 
ception. The Children’s Carnival, the novelty 
arranged for April 5, is to result for the benefit 
of the invalid poor of the city. Whatever pru- 
dent parents may think of putting the little 
people into fancy.dresses and so prominent a 
position, there is no more doubt that the floor 
will present a fairy-like scene than there is that 
society will be there to see it. The programme 
opens with a tableau of Columbia presenting 
Prince Carnival to the different nations. It in- 
cludes, further, a grand march, with minuet; 
the entry of Cinderella in her golden coach, 
drawn by four goats, and followed by her court, 
who will dance the Tarautelia; the Queen of 
England and her court in procession, with the 
English national dance; a procession of Tyrol- 
ese, introducing their music of the cithara and 
dancing their famous waltz; the Chinese nation, 
with bel] music and dance by eighty boys; the 
Russian Cossacks on their horses, and Imperial 
band of juvenile performers, with the Cossack 
dance; and a flower waltz, during which the 
Fiower and her suite will distribute bou- 
quets to the audience. When the small folk 
have had their evening, the after-ball will begin 
with the favorite minuet, in which thirty-two 
couples will participate.- Some new German 
figures are promised as another feature of this 
gay spring opening.
